This BA was designed as a 'morale receiver' for the shipboard services 
during WW II. The Navy version was designated RBO, which the SLR-12B 
being built for the Merchant Marine. Naval requirements limited LO 
radiation to <some low value> due to the German ability to target 
torpedoes using low-level RF sources. This series was the first 
superheterodyne receivers allowed on theater naval vessels. The 
designer of these radios, Marvin Hobbs, is still with us and has 
written an excellent book entitled "E. H. Scott, Dean of DX" that 
describes the history of the Scott radio and the development of the 
morale receiver series. (The E. H. Scott Historical Society has 

this book as well as documentation for sale) 


This is my favorite radio for extended short-wave and BCB listening, 
as it has selectable IF bandwidth, extended frequency response and 


non-fatiguing sound (unlike a lot of modern sandboxes). Minuses 
are limited band range, a lack of a BFO (a related receiver, 

SLR-F, SLRM or SLR-H -- I don't know which -- is the same radio 
with BFO added), and no low impedance output (get a decent line 

to voice coil transformer). This radio weighs in at around 100 LB, 
so IMHO it qualifies as a boat anchor.

This is an EIA standard means of tempco id, and works like: 
Nxxx means -xxx +/-tol ppm / degree C slope. 


Pxxx means +xxx +/-tol ppm / degree C slope. 
NPO means © +/- 30 ppm / degree C slope (basically 'flat' over temp) 


where tol is usually 60 for xxx < 750, and 120 for xxx > 750. 
There is another standard for tempco designation where: 


COG = NPO 

CH = 0 +/- 60 ppm / degree C slope (kind of a loose NPQ) 
PH or P2H = N150 

RH or R2H = N220 

SH or S2H = N330 

TH or T2H = N470 

UJ or U2J = N750 

SL = P350 to N1000 ppm / degree C (SL= "sloppy") 


These curves assume that the capacitance is equal to nominal at room 
temp (25C). Common values are N1500, N750, N470, N330, N220, N150, 

and P100. I haven't seen any tempco's higher than P100, nor lower than 
N1500. 


In addition, there are "non temp compensating" types with much higher 
dielectric constants (more capacitance per volume than the above 
types): 


X7R +/- 15% over temp -55C to +125C

o SS replacement for 26Z5 -- this mod works well, and keeps things a 
touch cooler. BUT ... it is very imporant to add a 250 ohm voltage dropping 


resistor before the HV chokes, which are located in the audio module. the 
resistor needs to be at least 15 watts; i usually use a 20 watter. 


o hot (ac) chassis. Yes it is, unless you use a 3-wire line to the 115 VAC 
power source. I routinely do this and it works just fine. No more shocks! 


o CV 591A ... You dog you! I'd just about trade the best of my R-390As 
for one of those. Can't help on the manual or the circuit. But am i envious 
or what.. 


o plug in electrolytics ... well here's a secret Rick Mish taught me. 
Buy you 3 axial lead 33 mfd, 450 volt electrolytics, and 2 axial lead 47 mfd 
,450 volt electrolytics. Install them by drilling into either the same or 
alternate pins of the socket that are hot (separate pins in either case), 
and solder the plus lead to the appropriate pin.

Hi folks, 


So at the Portland Ham fest last weekend there's this guy with a pile of 
coaxial thru-line-style wattmeters. All in military transit cases, and each 
with the appearance of very little wear. Officially they are URM-120's. 
These wattmeters have a sloping front panel and a large hole in the top. 
Out of the hole portrudes a plug-in element. Each single element covers 
four power ranges from about 50 watts to 1000 watts. There were three 
elements included - one from 2-30 MHz, one from 25-300 Mhz and one from 
250-1000 MHz. All of the elements and wattmeter had calibration stickers 
due for recal in 1997! 


Well of course I figured it was a pretty good bet that they worked, and 
forked over pretty big bucks to take one home. What do I discover? The 2-30 
MHz element is totally dead. Known power running though the coupler yields 
no meter indication at all. The other elements seem to work fine, and the 
wattmeter indicates expected power levels. 


I need someone with expertise to help me fix the bad element. I suspect 
there is a dead diode in it, but at this point it is not obvious even how 
to get into the element! The element is about 2.5 inches in diameter and 6 
inches long with a dial on top. The dial changes the vertical location of a 
machined coupling piece - it rides up and down in the outer machined 
housing. On the side is a miniature bayonnet coax connector of the style 
found on R-390As. Officially it is a CU-753A/URM-120, that is part CU-753A 
of the URM-120 wattmeter. 


If this rings a bell with anyone, and you have info on the guts (a manual 
would be great) please let me know.
